Applicant's arguments filed on January 23, 2007 have been fully considered but are not persuasive. 

In response filed, applicant argues that Teodosiu's provisional applications ('658 and '659) and non-provisional application ('336) does not 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. In response, Examiner recognizes the disclosure of both of the applications as filed. 
Furthermore, applicant has not provided any sufficient evidence showing the non-compliance, rather than just alleging that the disclosure 
of '658 and '659 is different than the disclosure of '336. 

As per the other arguments, they are considered not persuasive. 

For example: the limitation "server determines that first and second nodes are part of the same private network" is clearly disclosed in '336 
(See fig. 1 and fig. 4). On page 4, '336 discloses the process of locating the resources in correspondence with client IP address, and by 
utilizing the proximal technique in a peer-to-peer network communications. There is no reason why each peer node in the P2P network 
cannot be considered within the same private network. 

When '336 utilizes the proximal criteria to return to the user a list of locations that are closest to the requesting peer, the server actually 
has determined that the second node which holds the resource is indeed in the same private network. 

In addition to teachings above, '336 also discloses the process of determining whether the publisher, i.e. a peer node that holds the 
resource, is local to the RNS home server, which is located within the same network as the requesting peer node. The usage of term 
"local" in the art is clear, i.e. it refers to a node that is located within the same or private network (See fig. 1-4). As such, '336 clearly 
discloses the process wherein the server determines that the first node and the second node are part of the same private network, in this 
case, local and closer, to the requesting peer. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6, 7, 8, 9, 1 1 , 44, etc. are considered non persuasive. 
For at least the reasons above, the rejection is maintained.
